LONDON, May 25 — The first 
serious Nazi bomb attack on Eng­ 
lish soil was rev ealed today by the 
British Air Ministry and the 
Min­ 
istry for Home Security in 
an an­ 
nouncement that eight civ ilians 
had been injured last night by 
German sky raiders. 
The German bombers dropped 
their deadly cargoes ov er the 
North Hiding area of Yorkshire, 
200 miles north of London, and in 
the East Anglia district, consist­ 
ing of the three counties of Es­ 
sex, Suffolk and Norfolk, north­ 
east of the British capital. 
Eight civ ilians were injured — 
three requiring hospitalization *— 
in the North Riding attack. There 
were no casualties in the raids on 
East Anglia.

fjJ MASHING through with terrify ing speed, German troops broke 
the Maginot Line and drov e towards Paris, reaching Rethel 
(A), Reims (B) and Soissons (C) before heav y Allied reinforce­ 
ments stemmed the adv ance. 
The disastrous results of this driv e 
resulted in French remov al of their commander-in-chief, General 
Gamelin, and placing General Wey gand in supreme command of Al­ 
lied war activ ities. 
Hurried military reorganization succeeded in 
halting the Nazi driv e towards the French capital, but the blitzkrieg 
merely branched off to the west, heading to the coast for a project­ 
ed attack on the British Isles. Sweeping through St. Quentin (I)), 
the mechanized German war machine sped towards Amiens and Ab­ 
bev ille (E), the latter city changing hands daily . 
The Germans 
halted outside Abbev ille for supplies then continued their adv ance to 
Boulogne (3) where a terrific battle ensued for possession of the 
important coastal city . The German Channel driv e aimed towards 
capturing Calais (2), nearest French port to England, and also 
trapping the 1,000,000 British troops in the north. 
These troops 


fought desperately on sev eral fronts, impeding the German driv e on 
the ports. Another branch of the German driv e swept northward in 
the direction of St. Pol to lace the north of France with the mech­ 
anized div isions. Allied forces fiercely fought to crack communica­ 
tions and reported they had cut them at sev eral places east of 
Amiens. 
Pocketed Allies recaptured Arras (G) and intensified 
driv e on Cambrai (F), where one of the largest and most crucial 
battles of the war was reported. 
This Allied force would meet 
French forces driv ing from Mondidier in the south. Further in the 
north, Germans announced they had paused awhile, though main­ 
taining heav y pressure on the British near Tournai (H), Ghent (1) 
and Valenciennes as they pushed towards Ostend (I), where the 
Belgian gov ernment mov ed from Brussels. 
The German air fleet, 
leading tank div isions, spread red ruin through Picardy and Fland­ 
ers with thousands of incendiary bombs dropped by the swiftly fly ­ 
ing Nazi bombers who went as far as Dov er in their raids, prev iew 
of what will happen if the Germans gain control of the Channel 
ports.

fought desperately on several fronts, impeding the German drive on 
the ports. Another branch of the German drive swept northward in 
the direction of St. Pol to lace the north of France with the mech­ 
anized divisions. Allied forces fiercely fought to crack communica­ 
tions and reported they had cut them at several places east of 
Amiens. 
Pocketed Allies recaptured Arras (G) and intensified 
drive on Cambrai (F), where one of the largest and most crucial 
batties of the war was reported.

lJV E RY war results in the coinage of new

words and phrases, or general appli­ 
cation and understanding of old ones 
Jong out of use. The World W a r brought 
us camouflage, for instance. 
The present 
one has made blitzkrieg well understood, 
and everyone who reads newswpapers 
knows about the “ fifth column.” 
Blitzkrieg and the fifth column go 
hand in hand, events of the last two years 
in Europe have proved. Without the fifth 
column Germany’s blitzkrieg could not 
have spread with lightning swiftness, for 
the fifth column— infiltrated into territory 
long in advance of actual military opera­ 
tions, preparing the way spying out the 
land— is an important and necessary ad­ 
junct to war on wings.

One of the earliest American den­ 
tal memorials was George Washing­ 
ton’s teeth, exhibited in Baltimore 
on the occasion of the centenary cel­ 
ebration and which were made of 
hippopotamus bone. 
I suppose the greatest advance 
that has been made in dentistry in 
the hundred years of its existence 
has been in public education of the 
necessity for cleaning teeth in order 
to prevent decay. It is difficult for 


which w£ i so obviously practical 
that it atimule’ed others to invent 
adaptations of it. 
Dentistry has naturally profited 
from two great advances in medi­ 
cine—one, the introduction of an­ 
aesthesia for which dentists were 
considerably responsible, and two, 
the use of the X-ray. 
Local anaesthesia has, for most 
dentists, taken the place of general 
anaesthesia for major dental oper­ 
ations. It seems strange that den­ 
tists, who have been so largely re­ 
sponsible for the early work in an­ 
aesthesia, have never perfected a 
practical method of preventing pain 
in minor operations, such as drilling 
and cavity-filling.

The u?-e of the toothbrush is still 
n its infancy according to statistics, 
for it is estimated that 70 per cent 
of the population of Norch America 
have never had their teeth examined 
and about CO per cent have never 
brushed their teeth. 
The idea of filling teeth and pre­ 
serving them instead of pulling 
them out is also an introduction of 
the last century. The old dentists 
used to use coins, gold and silver 
and lead, wherever they could get it, 
for tooth filling. The introduction 
of plaster and enamel is credited to 
Laurie of Edinburgh, about 1854. 
Crown and bridge work, while it 
was attempted in very early times, 
has been put on a scientific basis 
only in quite recent times. It was 
in 1864 that a Swedish dentist sug­ 
gested the fitting of a gold crown, 
and J. B. Beers, an American den­ 
tist, in 1873, made a gold shell crown 


The X-ray, of course, is a great 
boon to dentists. A great deal has 
been learned about tooth infection, 
uncruptcd teeth, malposition, since 
its introduction. 
I feel that wc 
should pass on a warning from Dr. 
Walter S. Thompson of Los Angeles 
who cautioned women against wear­ 
ing heavy make-up when they go to 
dentists for X-ray. The cosmetics 
may form a layer of mineral sub­ 
stance on the skin which absorbs 
enough 
X-ray 
energy 
to cause 
burns. It takes quite a strong cur­ 
rent to make good dental films and 
the danger of burning is by no 
means theoretical. 
Another great advance in den­ 
tistry is the specialty of orthodontia 
or straightening teeth and creating 
good occlusion of the mouth, which 
is of course of benefit to general 
health. 
There is still work for dentists to 
do because it is estimated that there 
are 830,000,000 cavity-pitted teeth 
in the United States, or about 6.5 
bad teeth per person.
